AN1 1>  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS  RELATING 
TO  PRIVATE  HILLS. 

LL  applications  for  Private  Hills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.: — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  1 fistrict  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  the  newspapers,  en- 
dorsed “Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  lie  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  bill.

NORTH  COWICHAN  BY-LAWS. 


THISTLE  BY-LAW. 


WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  enact  a By-Law  for 
the  prevention  of  the  growth  of  weeds  ; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  North 
Cowichan  : — 

1.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Thistle  By- 
Law.” 

2.  Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant  or  occupier,  or  agent 
for  the  owner  or  lessee,  of  any  land  within  the  Munici- 
pality of  North  Cowichan,  must  cut  or  cause  to  be 
cut  down  all  thistles  growing  upon  such  land  before 
such  thistles  shall  have  gone  to  seed,  or  when  they 
begin  to  flower. 

3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  officer  or  person 
authorized  by  the  Council  in  their  behalf,  to  notify  the 
owners,  etc.,  (as  cited  above)  of  such  land  to  cut  down 
all  such  thistles,  and  in  case  of  such  owner,  etc. , fail- 
ing to  cut  them  within  one  week  from  notification  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  employ  a man  or  men  to  cut, 
or  cause  to  be  cut,  all  such  thistles,  and  all  expenses  in 
such  cutting  shall  be  paid  by  such  defalcant,  together 
with  a penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  offence  against 
this  by-law. 

4.  All  thistles  growing  on  roadsides  shall  fall  to  be 
cut  by  such  owners,  etc.,  through  which  such  roads 
pass  or  abut. 

5.  The  penalties  by  this  act  imposed  shall  be  recov- 
erable in  a summary  manner  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  be  levied  by  seizure  and  sale  of  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  the  offender  (returning  to  the  said 
offender  the  overplus,  if  any,  after  deducting  the  cost 
of  said  seizure  and  sale)  by  virtue  of  a warrant  under 
the  hand  of  the  Justice  before  whom  the  conviction 
takes  place,  or  in  the  event  of  the  absence  of  such 
offender,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  levy  the  same  said 
penalties  as  ordinary  taxes  and  collected  as  such.
